guishes himself the area asserting 
that solar heating practical and cost-ef- 
fective today. his own estimates, 
Saunders has spent over 20,000 hours 
(much his solar-heated home 
Weston, which also serves his re- 
search laboratory) developing simple, 
economical heating and cooling systems 
that have enabled him approach his 
goal: house the Boston area heated 
onlv the sun. 

guess you could say got into solar 


heating quite accident,” says.

his week the Golden Fleece Award, 
with Three Clusters, goes two Con- 


gressmen, John Murphy New York 


and John Breaux Louisiana, who have 
drawn bill guarantee deep-sea 
mining companies against any losses they 
might suffer because treaties arrived 
the ongoing Law the Sea Con- 
ference (see Phoenix, December 28, 
1976). 

For decades these companies, primar- 
ily Kennecott and Deepsea Ventures 
subsidiary Steel), have been hun- 
grily eyeing the potato-sized nodules 
nickel, cobalt and manganese strewn ac-

ross the ocean floor. inconvenience 
for them, however, that the majority 
the world’s nations believes that the sea 
belongs everybody and not just multi- 
national corporations. Since 1974 the Law 
the Sea Conference has been trying 
hammer out agreement that would di- 
vide the oceans’ riches equally among 
poor and wealthy nations. 

Democrats Murphy and Breaux, 
‘ever, have put together bill which will 
bail out the companies with $350 
million apiece taxpayers’ money 
should their mining operations con- 
fiscated under Law the Sea treaty. 
The bill would also assign the Secre- 
tary Commerce responsibility for 
awarding exclusive rights deep-sea 
mining sites.

ference. took prodding from junior 
Congressional staffer before Ratiner dis- 
closed his ties with Kennecott. was 
said the staffer. 

There have been darker albeit unpro- 
ven insinuations Capitol Hill staffers 
who have followed the mining negotia- 
tions that Ratiner secretly urged Third 
World delegates the conference not 
sign any treaty. They charge that the 
event prolonged deadlock, the min- 
ing companies will better position 
lobby Congress for exclusive rights 
the undersea minerals.

SACCO AND 
VANZETTI 


May New York Times editorial 
announced that Massachusetts Gover- 
nor Michael Dukakis was considering 
tablishing special legislative commis- 
sion review the conduct the Sacco- 
Vanzetti trial. That trial led the execu- 
tion Nicola Sacco and Bartolomeo Van- 
zetti the old Charlestown prison 
August 23, 1927, after the courts had de- 
nied all their appeals and the governor re- 
fused clemency. 

encouraging, almost laudatory 
tones, the Sunday editorial went de- 
clare that, the fiftieth anniversary 
their electrocutions approached, Dukak- 
was thinking granting the two Ital- 
ian immigrants posthumous pardon. 
They had been convicted 1920 pay- 
roll robbery and the murders shoe- 
factory clerk and guard South Brain- 
tree. Later, however, man named Celes- 
tino Medeiros, already sentenced die 
for another murder, admitted the 
South Braintree crimes. Though was 
widely believed that the new evidence 
would clear both Sacco and Vanzetti, 
Judge Webster Thayer refused grant 
new trial.

The issues that dominate 
today’s headlines nuclear 
power, health, economic reform, 
pornography, gun control, tele- 
vision programing, abortion, etc. 
expression during the long night 
the Vietnam war and the na- 
tional obsession with Watergate. 

But with Richard Nixon out 
the White House and troops 
home from Vietnam, these new 
issues and grievances have fi- 
nally come surging the sur- 
face, replacing the Cold War con- 
sensus that had for long domi- 


nated American politics. 

experiencing kind citizen 
rebellion against politics-as- 
usual. 

Individuals, organized new 
constellations, have come see 
themselves surrogates for party 
bosses once able raise the parti- 


cular issues greatest concern 


them. 

confidence parties and 
politicians has declined, the 
importance citizen action 
politics has steadily increased. 
Eight the larger citizen action 
groups now have combined mem- 
bership 618,000 and annual 
income $12,084,000. 

Some, such Common Cause 
and the Sierra Club, now rival the 
Republican and Democratic 
Parties annual income and/or 
dues-paying membership. 


They and 
environmental groups, groups 
concerned with various occupa- 
tional hazards, Nader task forces, 
organizations urging particular 
political reform and special advo- 
cacy groups all kinds. 

Many 
single-issue organizations that cut 
across party lines grapple with 
concerns mostly avoided the 
major parties because they seem 
non-political too divisive. 

Such organizations have 
focused attention the prob- 
lems prisoners, alcoholics, the 
handicapped, mental patients, the 
unemployed, the addicted. And 
this media-dominated age, con- 
sciousness-raising has become 
important goal itself, and not 
merely for the traditional ethnic 
minorities. Special sub-groups 
have emerged for gays, divorced 
women with children, single 
women, unmarried fathers, 
parents with adopted children 
even mothers seeking combat 
the guilt Caesarean births. 

For whatever they have accom- 
plished politically, the heigh- 
tened self-awareness the mem- 
bers has sharpened political 
perceptions and created new 
social sensitivity the public-at- 
large. What may emerging 
politics more directly concerned 
with individual needs and pro- 
blems and the problems spe- 
cial groups than any have 
known the past. 

Underlying the phenomenon 


stubborn rebelliousness 


against the prevailing political 
indifference 
ness public officials. Indivi- 
duals are learning bypass the 
traditional avenues and take mat- 
ters into their own hands. 

New neighborhood groups and 
block associations many cities 
have taken many the ser- 
vice functions once performed 
ward precinct organizations. The 
class action lawsuit has become 
formidable weapon citizen ac- 
tion politics: provides potent 
form redress grievances, re- 
dress that conventional political 
processes often take decades 
achieve. 

Many groups have raised 
issues not normally regarded 
political but which have definite 
political consequences. New 
Hampshire and elsewhere, 
aroused citizens have staged dra- 
matic against nuclear 
power, other groups have 
fought the landing the Con- 


corde the Kennedy Airport 


New York. 

These have not been protests 
the conventional sense, but mas- 
sive, well-organized, determined 
and disciplined political actions 
that have often bewildered the 
public authorities. 

Wall Street Journal writer re- 
cently noted that political organi- 
zers can longer deliver votes 
with the assurance they once did, 
nor can labor leaders deliver their 
rank and file. whole coun-

work people faces crossroads this

The network Bick was talking about

For three days the partici- 
pants swarmed around the small campus 
Colorado Women’s College, listening 
speeches, greeting old comrades and 
getting aquainted with new ones, many 
them with names that were familiar 
through the history progressive ef- 
forts these people have shared for more

though the news they had impart 
one another was not all good. the elec- 
toral front, many their footholds had 
been eroded during the 1976 elections.

Jimmy Carter lost little time taking 
advice. These first steps his 
foreign-affairs education soon led 
charter membership the Rockefeller- 
funded Trilateral Commission, elite 
group bankers, industrialists, lawyers 
and academics from North America, 
Western Europe and Japan founded 
July, 1973. The Trilateral Commission 
became the school which candidate 
Carter learned about foreign policy. His 
chief advisers the field were drawn 
from the Commission, including Zbig- 
niew Brzezinski, the group’s director. 
Running mate Walter Mondale was fel- 
low member too. 

Thus was hardly surprising when, 
the election over, members the Trilat- 
eral Commission were asked staff key 
positions the new administration.

style cook. The change natural cuisine 
occurred when she began experimenting 
with her own diet and found that she felt 
better after eliminating meat, dairy 
products, and all foods that contained 
chemicals preservatives. Nietupski be- 
lieves that ‘‘most people have awful fears 
about natural foods and they think all 
tastes terrible. For some reason they 
think brown rice with tamari the ex- 
tent which non-meat-eaters can cook. 
Now that tastes terrible; it’s the pits. 
When you give meat and dairy prod- 
cuts you have very careful about 
getting enough protein. you stop eat- 
ing meat without replacing protein 
your diet you'll become anemic, and 
that’s why many people think eating 
naturally unhealthy. They just don’t 
know what doing.” 

Protein balance and intuitive cooking 
are the fundmentals 
classes: each session, with class 
participation, she demonstrates the 
preparation full meal such as: gua- 
comole appetizer, bean casserole, salad 
with tofu dressing and blueberry crepes 
for dessert.

the Eastern Lamejun Bakery owner Bob 
Koudakijian’s obvious knack for organi- 
zation: has somehow managed fit 
enormous and varied stock interna- 
tional and gourmet foods into modest- 
sized store with less confusion than the 
average city planner displays. 

One refrigerator case contains six pans 
filled the brim with olives from Greece, 
Chile and Moracco, alongside cheeses 
from all over the world, homemade 
hommos and babaghanoush and soujouk, 


dried Armenian sausage. Another case 


houses juices (including pomegranate) 
hard-to-find filo dough ($1.39 pound) 
pignoli ‘nuts among other items. 
Then there are the many shelves packed 
with every familiar and not-so-familiar 
kind nuts (huge California pistachios 
are $2.69 pound) and full. line 
spices sold bulk prices yet packaged 
small containers. 

The store has not changed much since 
Koudakijian’s parents the ori- 
ginal one down the street from its pres- 
ent location Belmont. Spinach, meat 
and cheese turnovers ($1.09 $1.29 for 
packages six), stuffed grape leaves 
($2.60 pound) and light, moist paklava 
(the Armenian version baklava) are 
still made the premises. Lamejuns, 
course, are the stars the show. These 
are very thin Middle-Eastern 
made with lamb, beef, tomato, parsley 
and spices spread dough and baked 
huge ovens. They are cranked out 
amazing numbers assembly line 
the back room, where five elderly women 
wearing hair nets work with timing and 
precision like many elves hammering 
shoes. Both garlic-flavored and plain 
lamejuns are $4.25 dozen and can 
purchased either fresh frozen. 

The rest the store filled with 
almost every imaginable gourmet de- 
light, well miscellaneous items like

ice cream, backgammon sets, kitchen- 

ware, Syrian drums and water pipes.

Memorial Day weekend back 
1971, three friends and looking 
unwind after battery final exams, 
decided spend night camping the 
White Mountains. After stuffing most 
our gear and food into two old canvas 
packs and large paper bag, drove 
the Kancamagus Highway the 
southern part the White Mountain 
National Forest and pulled into the near- 
deserted parking area for Sabbaday Falls. 

Hiking was slow. Beyond the falls 
abandoned the trail, and remember 
having stop now and then wait for 
one the women, who was groping her 
unsteady way through the brush 
sandals with two-inch heels. Finally, 
about three-quarters mile into the 
woods, found level spot and secured 
our tarp. The woman the heels prided 
herself her cooking: she prepared, 
recall, beef Stroganoff over large 
campfire. After the meal talked 
quietly the fire until, full, warm and 
content, curled the tattered fiber- 
fill sleeping bag had been using since 
days Bobcat Scout, and fell asleep 
beside the dying embers. The neXt day, 
after making sure the campsite resembled 
the way found nearly 
possible, returned our VW, passing 
day hikers with cameras and lunches 
along the trail. drove happily 
away, noticed there were, most, half 
dozen cars the lot. 

Four years later, August 1975, 
companion and set off for four-day 
hike along the Mahoosuc Range, line 
good-sized mountains extending from 
just north the Androscoggin River 
near Gorham, New Hampshire, 
Grafton Notch western Maine. 
chose this group mountains because 
had been recommended someone 
whose opinion respected, because 
parts would fairly rugged, and 
most all because well off the 
northeast the heart the White 
Mountains. Here, thought, had the 
best chance avoiding crowds. 

The spirit spontaneity and paper 
bags was gone. Since then, had learned 
the right way camp. back was 
Alpine Designs nylon pack mounted 
lightweight Kelty Mountaineer 
Packframe, each which had cost 
more than $50. companion had 
brand new Kelty Serac pack with Kelty 
Massif frame: $95. Carefully packed 
inside these were, among other things, 
Swedish-made Optimus light-weight 
gasoline stove, Eureka Timberline tent 
with self-supporting external A-frame, 
two open-celled inch-and-a-half thick 
foam pads, and two Gerry down-filled 
sleeping bags rated zero degrees 
Fahrenheit. course carried nothing 
our hands. For food, brought 
supply Mountain House 
freeze-dried dinners and Richmoor 
dehydrated eggs. our feet were 
Vibram-soled, medium-weight hiking 
boots, made Germany. Mine cost $40; 
his $45. 


especially looked forward the 


third day our trip, when would 
reaching the Mahoosuc Notch, very 
narrow, boulder-strewn footway the 
base two magnificent cliffs. Getting 
through this mile-long pathway would 


slippery, moss-covered, sometimes loose 
rocks, squeezing through narrow 
boulder caverns and ice caves where, 
because the cliffs both sides block out

Since the Appalachian Trail begins 
Springer Mountain, Georgia, and ends 
2,025 miles later Mount Katahdin, 
Maine, were ready for rugged, man- 
against-mountain challenge. 

alone. the previous 


three days, hardly half-hour hiking 


had gone without our running into 
other campers. The night before, after 
long day, had reached Full Goose 
Shelter about five ready 
collapse. Our legs were sore. were 
sweaty and fly-bitten. this shelter, 
which has capacity eight, least 
people were milling around, talking, 
drying their socks. Someone was setting 
tent behind the lean-to. The garbage 
can front the shelter was packed 
full. One look and knew would not 
sleep there that night. tired 
were, kept walking. 

The next morning, while scrambling 
through the Notch, discovered that all 
those people were that trail for the 
same reason were. And because the 
Notch was such slow going, was 
bottleneck, jammed with hikers and 
campers. For the entire mile, stared 
orange pack (probably Kelty) ten feet 
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ahead us, while ten feet behind us, and 
pressing forward, was another group. 
holler bounce off the cliff faces either 
side someone ahead tested for echoes. 
But the Notch was indeed rugged 
scrambling, and kept eyes the 
ground feet, soon found could 
control growing disappointment. But 
then rounded corner the Notch 
and saw, sitting smack the middle 
the rocky trail, toilet paper fluttering, 
small clump human feces. stopped 
tracks and realized something was 
very wrong here. 

have not camped the White 
Mountains since. 


have taken lot time 


setting the details these two 
experiences because they represent some 
the important changes have seen take 
place tne last ten years not only in. 
the woods, but attitudes 
towards spending time the woods. 
Backpacking has become fashionable. 
It’s not just that everyone heading for 
the back country these days: the 
commercialism triggered this trend 
causing fundamental change the 
back-country experience. There are more 
and more backpackers who seem need 
more and more light-weight, super- 
efficient equipment, complete with 


instructions and guarantees, the 
woods get trampled and forgotten. 

used that people went the 
woods for respite from the 
responsibilities and tensions their day- 
to-day lives. used that people 
went the woods escape things like 
status symbols: Christian Dior ties; Gucci 
loafers, $50,000 suburban homes. Now 
they bring their status symbols with 
them: Kelty Serac packs, Fabiano 
Vibram-soled boots, North Face St. Elias 
Tents. recent issue the New Yorker 
featured, interspersed among the ads for 
Himalayan Treks Nepal, Royal

the weather fine, you can 
wash off the dust travel with 
drink the outdoor tables over- 
looking the valley. The indoor 
cocktail lounge has its own 
charm, with fireplace, 
stone floors and antique furni- 
ture. But forewarned: the 
drinks can fall far below the stan- 
dards the surroundings and 
food. The bartenders have con- 
spired concoct the worst 
Bloody Mary Christendom, 
and there are other blatant lapses, 
such their inability mix 
simple vermouth cassis even 
when the drink has been care- 
fully described. But posi- 
tive side the bar service well: 
reasonably extensive wine list 
and pfices much less per 
bottle than one would pay 
comparable restaurant Greater 
Boston. 

Besides, the service the di- 
ning room attentive, and the 
waitresses seem take genuine 
interest their customers. They 
will answer questions they can, 
and admit they 


range from the 


ubiquitous raw shellfish the 
imaginative baby Iceland brook 
trout. Marinated herring sour 
cream ($1.25) were unexciting, 
though there was nothing great- 
wrong with them. Chicken liv- 
pate ($1), though misnamed (it 
was closer basic chopped 
chicken liver with suitably rough 
onion provided nice 
opener for one two. 

Soft shell crabs amandine ($4) 
were delight find the menu 
but disappointment eat. The 


crabs, sauteed too long, were fair- 
tough, and the butter sauce 
lacked the delicacy this dish de- 
mands. The kitchen, which does 
much else well, should able 
correct this. 

Another the pleas- 
ant surprises was boiled beef with 
horseradish sauce ($4), and this 
case the promise was fulfilled 
performance. Lean beef, sim- 
mered tenderness aro- 
matic sauce and served simply, 
dish generally ignored Amer- 


ican restaurants. Perhaps this 
because lacks glamor, but glam- 
what makes good food. 
The Log version could 
faulted only for the side-serving 
horseradish sauce, which 


lacked the fire and kick that 
should properly set off the 
simple, solid flavor the meat. 
Yet this nit-picking de- 
gree, one can always request 
additional horseradish and im- 


prove the sauce the table. 
Knackwurst with potato salad 
($3.50) was just about what one 
would expect nothing special 
but ample and tasty, good 
choice for the unadventurous 
those who think outing 
should include something rough- 
akin picnic lunch. 

comment the effi- 
ciency commercial transporta- 
tion that the Log Cabin, perched 
miles west the Atlantic, pro- 
vides splendidly fresh fish 
which are also superbly pre- 
pared. The most basic dishes 
(baked scrod, broiled halibut) 
were prime examples good, 
fresh seafood, and were removed 
from the fire before robbed 
them their flavor and natural 


juices. Filet sole with 


wine sauce was absolutely first- 
rate, just what one would expect 
expensive, fancy French res- 
taurant and for which one would 
expect pay fancy price. But 
the Log Cabin the price was def- 
initely unfancy ($4.25). The sole 
was poached perfection and 
coated with silky sauce made 
from reduction white wine, 
fish stock, cream and veloute 
sauce. Absolutely grand.
